STRIKE OF OLD SOL 


NOW IN TENTH DAY 


Rush County Has Had Gloomy , 
Rainy and Sunless Day s For 
Tenth Consecutive Day . 


FARMERS ARE ANXIOUS 
ABOUT THE CORN CROPS 


The tenth consecutive sunless 
day descended up on Rush coun­ 
ty Tuesday with a cold drizzle of 
rain and a th reat of more dis­ 
mal w eather for tomorrow. 
Saturday morning, November 
9, dawned brightly but about 
noon on th a t day the sun went 
into seclusion and has rem ained 
there ever since th a t time. Yes­ 
terday Old Sun smiled wanly for 
a few m inutes in this comm un­ 
ity but his brief p resence was 
hardly noticeable to any one. 
At night the stars made their 
ap p earance but were soon blot­ 
ted out by rain clouds which had 
again drenched the earth before 
morning.

Addis Ababa, Nov. 19—Emp eror 
Haile Selassie, in his last inter­ 
view before going to join his 
armies on the battlefront, told 
the Associated Press today , “the 
effect of sanctions invoked y es­ 
terday against Italy cannot be of 
decisive character.” 
The little ruler’s features were 
drawn with weariness and deep 
rings were under his ey es as he 
received this corresp ondent in 
the barren, blue-walled throne 
room of the p alace with the 
Crown Prince, the chief of the 
foreign office and an interp reter 
the only others p resent.

against Italy , details of their op ­ 
eration and the p robable effect 
of non-p articip ation by certain 
nations. 
“If economic sanctions could 
p ossibly bring about a situation 
which would force th a t country 
to stop making war, I am sure 
the hostilities, would never have 
commenced,” he said. 
“Sanctions, however, will help 
us, for which we are most grate­ 
ful.” 
“I have been hap p ily informed 
of the great sy m p athy for our 
cause in all nations of the world 
but,** he said, shaking his head 
sadly , 
“I also 
am 
unhap p ily 
aware th a t Italy would never 
have started invading our coun­ 
try if sanctions alone could have 
stop p ed her. 
“I know only too well we our­ 
selves m ust fight to save Ethio­ 
p ia. The sp irit which moved y our 
forefathers in the American rev­ 
olution will be the sp irit which is 
the deciding factor in this tragic 
war.”

about 2,000 Ethiop ians, 
Fascist official rep orts said to­ 
day , in a strange p itched battle 
between air and land forces on 
the northern front. 
The native warriors rep lied to 
the bombs and m achine-gun fire 
from the “desp erate” sq uadron 
of Count Galeazzo Ciano, son-in- 
law of Premier Mussolini, w ith 
anti-aircraft gun and rifle fire 
which forced down Ciano’s and 
another p lane. 
Count Ciano 
emerged un­ 
scathed 
from the battle just 
south of Makale y esterday , as 
did ll Duce’s two soldier sons, 
Vittorio and Bruno, 
but one 
Italian mechanic was wounded 
seriously . 
The 20-p lane sq uadron made a 
double attack on a great en­ 
cam p m ent of about 15,000 E thi­ 
op ians scouted out ahead of the 
Italian front lines at Makale, of­ 
ficial rep orts said, and disp ersed 
the entire force. 
The op eratian was described 
by Italian authorities as the 
most im p ortant aerial encounter 
since the World War. 
Hundreds of the enemy lay 
dead in the narrow valley of Mai 
Mescic after the conflict, the 
Italian officials said. 
Describing the original attack 
on the Ethiop ian camp , Count 
Ciano himself said: 
“We saw 
the Ethiop ians scatter fast, but 
we got hundreds of them before 
they could take shelter. Probably 
we got more th an 1,000 of them .” 
The Count, his oil tank p ierced 
by an Ethiop ian bullet, turned 
back to Makale after giving the 
signal for the second assault, and 
official rep orts said th a t the total 
enemy dead in 
the two-hour 
conflict was around 2,000. 
An Ethiop ian force estim ated 
at between 15,000 and 20,000 was 
concentrated in the narrow val­ 
ley of Mai Mescic, south of Buia, 
which in turn is south of Makale, 
most advanced p oint of the m ain 
Italian forces on the northern 
front. 
The battle lasted from 8 :40 a. 
rn., to 10:40 a. rn., y esterday w ith 
incessant bombing and m achine 
gunning.
